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Note 1: Regarding Applicant's argument on page 12. 2"** paragraph, note that the analysis of claim 1 (office action mailed 08/23/05) 
shows that Saha discloses receiving transformed error correction data (in this case, transformed difference image corresponding to an 
image block). Since a difference image is an image in itself, a transformed error correction data is a kind of coded image data, 
Applicant's argument is therefore not persuasive. 

Note 2: Regarding Applicant's argument, page 12, 3"* paragraph through page 13, 1** paragraph, line 5, against the motivation to 
combine, note that Sara's deficiency in not disclosing overflow or underflow as error types to be determined and handled was recognized 
by the examiner and is not a valid argument against the recited motivation to combine. (In fact, that deficiency is precisely the reason 
why Matsunoshita was relied upon in the rejection in the first place.) Regarding Applicant's argument in page 13, 1^^ paragraph, lines 5- 
9, note that Note 1 above has already established that a transformed error correction data is a kind of coded image data of 
Matsunoshita. Therefore, this argument against the examiner's motivation to combine is not persuasive. 

Note 3: In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that 
obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where 
there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally 
available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 
347. 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the motivation has been provided in the rejection of claim 1 in the office action 
mailed 8/23/2005. See also Notes 1 & 2 above. 

Further, in response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon Improper hindsight reasoning, 
it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness Is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But 
so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, 
and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 
F.2d 1392. 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971), 
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
